Tokio. July 26—The suspense in the 


capital has been intense since the regu- 
lar bulletin issued at noon showed that 
the condition of Mutsuhito, the Japan- 
ese emperor, had become worae. It is 
plainly evident that his majesty's con- 
dition is extremely grave and that the 
physicians are doing their utmost to 
sustain the remaining feeble spark of 
life.

Washington, July 26.—Backed by the 


endorsement of a caucus of democratic 
senators, the house excise tax bill, vir- 
tually levying an income- tax on all 
persons and co-partnerships 
doing a 


yearly business of more than $5,000, 
was taJcen up by the sennt« to<lay. 


Senator Smith, of Ceorgia, making the 


opening speech for the bill, said he fa- 
vored an income tax but could not agree 
to substitute an income tux bill for the 
measure the house had passed. 
Senator 


Borah, who had introduced an income 
tax bill, asked for its reading hut not 
immediate consideration. 
He indicated 


he would offer it as an amendment to 
the house hill later. 


The democratic senators passed a res- 


olution at their caucus, saying 
that 


while favoring an income tax they real- 
ized that with the pending amendment 
constitution authorizing such 
a tax. 


now requiring the favorahlo vote of 
only two states, it was preferable to 
support the bill for an 
excise tax, 


which with the existing corporation tax 
would raise approximately an equiva- 
lent amount of revenue. 


Republican leaders were, puzzled • to 


estimate how far the new alliance be- 
tween the democrats and progressives 
would go in the action on the excise tax 
bill to be voted on late today, and the 
democratic free -sugar bill, to be voted 
on tomorrow.

The income tax had many supporters 


in the caucus among democrats who did 
not want to be compelled to vote 
against a. principle they endorsed. -In 
the hope, however, that the progressives 
could again be held in line and the ex- 
cise bill passed, it was decided to vote 
against any amendments to the- meas- 
ure. 


Of greater significance, however, was a 


tentative understanding • reached as to 
the course to be pursued tomorrow in 
the sugar tariff bill. Democratic, lead- 
ers believe they will be able, with the 
aid of the progressives, to pass a com- 
promise sugar tariff bill, probably that 
by Senator 
Bristow, taking at least 


forty or fifty cents' per hundred pounds 
off the present duty of 81.90 on sugar. 


The caucus endorsed in- general terms 


a sugar bill which Senator William Sla- 
ter presented to the senate as a sub to 
be voted on tomorrow. It would make 
a reduction of 33y2 per cent on refinec 
and unrefined sugar; a reduction of for. 
ty per cent on molasses and abolish the 
Tiutch standard test and the differen- 
tials in duty now existing. There was 
little sentiment for free sugar.

Mr. Beveridge's Break-away. 


To the thousands of Indianians who have sat beneath 


the magic spell oi' Albert .1. .Heveridge's flamboyant polit- 
ical oratory, listened to his touching appeals hi behalf of 
Mary and the vineclad cottage and watched this brilliant 
young man as he waved the stars and stripes over the 
grandoldparty as the only hope of mankind in these mod- 
ern days, his letter in which he dissolves his relations 
with the republican party comes as a bit of a shock. To 
be sure, in the light of developments which began inter- 
vening with the election in Indiana two years ago and con- 
tinued down to the recent republican national convention 
at Chicago, Mr. Beveridge's action can hardly be consid- 
ered a surprise. He. has not been closely Hocking with 
Ms party in Indiana since the election which made his re- 
turn to the senate impossible, but the fact that: he was so 
conspicuously honored by his party in his own state, and 
•won in the senate a commanding position before the couii- 
try^ led many to believe that Mr. Beveridge would merely 
remain a non-combatant in the present campaign, or at 
least claim nominal membership in the republican party 
while insisting upon his views as a progressive. 


Despite the fact that Mr. Beveridge's hold upon the 


republicans of his own state has been gradually diminish- 
ing for several years, he is not yet to be discounted as a 
political power upon the stump, and his declaration of af- 
filiation with the progressives constitutes for the third 
party a distinct acquisition that will doubtless be made 
much of. Already "Mr. Beveridge. is slated to act as tem- 
porary chairman of the. Chicago convention of the third 
party, and as such will be the "key-noter" of the occa- 
sion. It is not too much to expect that his effort on that 
occasion will be a classic, that need not take second place, 
even alongside the utterances of the distinguished ex- 
president who has undertaken the .job of organizing a 
part}7 without bosses and proposes to see that, the job is 
properly done by overseeing every step of the work him- 
self .

Pay of Firemen and Policemen.

The present scale of wages, ranging from $65 to. $75 a 
month in each department, is small compensation for a 
job that involves many hours of labor, seven days in a 
week, and often at the risk of personal safety beyond the 
ordinary occupations in which men earn a livelihood. The 
board frankly declares its belief that the men are now un- 
derpaid, and it will incorporate into its budget for next 
year a request for funds that will permit an increase of 
practically $10 per month to the firemen and the police- 
men.

1876 AND 1912.

In the entire history of the country 


no presidential convention hns had be- 
fore it a galaxy of names such as was 
presented to the democratie national 
convention of 1876. held in St. Louis. 
The list 
embraced 
these 
illustrious 


names: Gov. Samuel J. Tilden. of New 
York; Gov. Thomas A. Hendricks, of 
Indiana; Gen. Winfkld Scott Hancock, 
of Pennsylvania: Gov. William Allen, of 
Ohio; Senator Thomas F. Bayard, of 
Delaware; Gov. Joel Parker, of New Jor- 
sty; Senator Allen 0. Thurman, of Ohio. 
All.of these great men have long since 
been numbered among the. dead. 


Any one of these revered statesmen 


and patriots would have made a great 
president. 
The most conspicuous one 


among them had become such by reason 
of his splendid fight made for much- 
needed reform. Samudl J. Tilden ivas the 
foremost champion of governmental re- 
form of that period. 
For that reason 


he .was nominated, substantially on the 
first, formally on the second, ballot. 


There is a striking similarity between 


the result of the convention of 1S70 and 
that of 1812 in this, that the pro- 
gresive idea dominate', the 
Baltimore 


convention just as the reform spirit was 
predominant at St. Louis. Of all the 
candidates considered by the Baltimore 
convention, Gov. Wilson was eafiiy rec- 
ognized as the foremost exponent of re- 
form ideas, and his nomination was ac- 
complished by reason of his splendid 
record as governor of Xew Jersey.

ifor Gov. Tilden. At Baltimore, in 1012. 
ftov. Thomas R- Marshall, of Indiana.

Dougherty Says Bosenthal 


Murderers Will Soon 


Be Uncovered. 


WHITMAN IS CERTAIN 


New York. July 26.—The solution of 


the intricate plot that brought the gam- 
bler, Herman Rosenthai. to his death 
that he might not tell more secrets of 
the relations between the police and 
gamblers is near at hajd. That is the 
belief today of Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Dougherty, who prepared to give 
the "third degree" to Frank ^Cirofici, 
who, the commissioner jays, is none 
other than "Dago Frank," one of the 
slayers of Hosenthal. Cirorici was taken 
into custody late last night along with 
his "girl," Rose Harris, and a man 
named Abraham Lewis. 
Cirofici 
had 


two suit cases packed ready for travel- 
ing. 
All had been smoking opium and 


hours of questioning by Commissioner 
Dougherty failed to elicit any definite 
information from Cirofici for the fumes 
of the drug still befuddled his brain and 
he talked in meaningless phrases. He 
mumbled that he knew nothing about 
the shooting. 


Cirofici did ndmit that he knew Harry 


Porowitz, otherwise known as "Gib, the 
Bloodf and that he knew. Louis Rosen- 
berg, or "Lefty Louie," both of whom 
are wanted us slayers of Rosenthal. 


The confession or William Shapiro, 


the chauffeur of the "murder ear," has 
Rupplied Commissioner Dougherty and 
District Attorney Whitman with many 
missing pieces of evidence. Coinmofting 
on the progress made District Attniey 
Whitman said:

'•I nm certain now that every man 


that had a. part in the slaughter of Her- 
mnn Rosenthul will be brought to jus- 
tice. From having no case at all a few 
days ugo, I could get indictments against 
four or five today if I hud to." 


The public prosecutor says he has 


smashed the alibi of "Bald Jack" Rose, 
of "Bridgie" Webber and of Harry Val- 
lon. 


The investigation by the grand jury 


into the relations between gamblers and 
the police is proving more than satis- 
factory to District Attornel Whitman. 
The testimony of Lieutenant Costigaii 
known as the "Honest Cop," has creat- 
ed a sensation in police circles. 
Cosfci- 


gan flatly doclarcd that he did not be- 
lieve any gambling house could remain 
open without police protection. 
He 


said the gambling squad took 'orders 
from Police Commissioner. Waldo and 
no one else. Detectives are scouring the 
city for a mysterious member of the 
aliooting party that was picked up by 
/he "murder car" at "Bridgie" Web- 
ber's place. Shapiro, in his confession, 
said this stranger was the man who, 
after the killing, strolled tack to the 
car with a smoking revolver in his hand.

A reprimand for Major Woodbury has

duties of post surgeon and perform those 
without thought of any other line of 
work." 


The sentence ha* a- general interest for 


the medical corps, for it shows that army 
surgeons, no matter of what rank or 
skill, must not consider any scientific 
investigation or other medical work more 
important than their routine everyday 
duties- to their patients.

Major Woodbnry proved a sensation in 
the service because of the charges an'] 
because Major Woodbury is recognizec 
iif a medical officer of marked aViiity anc 
learning. 


Colonel James Parker, of tbe Eleventh

Notice the details of this story. The 


kingdom was like a mun and seed sown 
in his field. The man, the owmr, sowed 
in his own field seed that was good, and 
left it to the earth, tho sun, the rain,

Hut the man had 
an 
enemy. 
A 


skulker, a sneak, the meanest sort of 
man, WHS this enemy. 
Thcro was a 


plant which was called "tares," or darnel 
common in the cast. Tares and wheat' 
cnnnot be told apart during a long period 
of their growth. 
When the blossom 


appears the tares are discovered instant- 
ly. 
Their blossom is yellow. Shrewd, 


crafty enemy this. He knew well that 
the earth, the sun and the rain would do 
as much for his seed us it would for the 
seed of the man lie hated (v. 25.) When 
the time qxma (v. 28) tho sen-ants dis- 
covered the tares, and in astonishment 
reported (v. 27) to their master and 
nuked him how it was possible that such 
a thing could have happened. He knew. 
He was sure none- other than an enemy 
would have done BO mean a thing. Tho 
little colloquy us to what should be done 
was brief. The master accounted for the 
tares; tho servants proposed a remedy. 
The master said: "Your remedy would 
destroy both wheat and tares. Let them 
grow. At the harvest time you can sep- 
arate them. Then I shall have my wheat 
and the tares can bo burned" (vs. 28-30).

wheat, but sinners may become saints, 
and you may be the means of working 
the miracle. 


The reason Jesus put his enemy into 


the parable is because he belonged in it. 
The enemy was. He still is. Believe it, 
and be forever on your guard. 


Wheat and tares cannot be told apart 


until they blossom. 
There are people 


like that all about us. Sometimes some 
of these bad men. are called good. Make 
no effort to weed out the had until they 
blossom; and then the separation work 
must ho left to the reapers. It is not 
for you. 


Sometimes it mseems as if a person's 


own mind was the field, with 
tares 


growing where good seed 
was 
sown. 


That is one of the sad tilings life re- 
veals.

merous and widely distributed.

far no method of spraying has been dis- 
covered for the destruction or control 
of these hibernating adults, but keep- 
ing the headlands free from -weeds, grass 
and rubbish will lessen their number."
